President Go mez o f Venezu ela 
info rmed the po wers that he wo u ld be 
able to take care o f the ex ile if a land 
Ing were attem pted, and the French 
go vernment agreed to his arrest if he 
left the ship at LaG u ay ra. Castro su d 
denly tu rned in at Trinidad, ho wever, 
and the British go vernment, acting o n 
the agreement, pu shed him o n o u t t<> 
sea, so to speak. 
Fro m there he went to Martiniqu e, 
which was presu mably a po rt o f call 
o f the steam er, and he was denied a 
landing 
by

au tho rities 
there. 
Fro m there he drifted bark 
aero ss^the Atlantic and was repo rted 
to have made his way secretly fro m 
the Canary Islands u p thro u gh Eu ro pe, 
where he is su ppo sed to have financed 
the present ex peditio n fo r the pu rpo se 
o f o verthro wing President Go mez, who 
su cceeded him. 
President Simo n o f Ilay tl is co nsid­ 
erably pertu rbed o ver the situ atio n. 
Acco rding to a calile fro m there, re 
ceived at the state departm ent fro m 
Minister Fu mi ss. a gu nbo at has been 
sent fro m Po rt An Prince to meet the 
Co nsu l Gro sto o k, which left Po rt De 
Paix Tu esday fo r Po rt An Prince. 
Tt 
is tho u ght the American gu nbo at will 
be aide to assist In identify ing the 
pro per natio nality o f the ship 
o n 
which Castro is co asting abo u t as a 
so ldier o f fo rtu ne, blit it has no t been 
decided as to what actio n can be taken 
by the American vessel, even if Castro 
is su fficiently identified and the ship 
is fo u nd to be fly ing the German flag 
witho u t au tho rity . 
Since France, Great Britain, Ho lland 
and Germany are all agreed with the 
United States that Castro shall no t be 
allo wed to land in the neighbo rho o d o f 
Venezu ela o n the gro u nd that he is an 
u ndesirable citizen, it seems reaso na­ 
bly certain that he will no t have the 
o ppo rtu nity fo r so me time to co me o f 
stirring u p a revo lu tio n to gain th 
ascendancy in his native co u ntry . 
Castro ’s 
predicament,

will be almo st as sad as that o f a cast­ 
away o n a desert island waiting fo r a 
ship to pick him u p— he will be a cast­ 
away at m i with land, land every ­ 
where, bu t no place to get asho re.

The evangelist asserted

He said that there were

ers were hired to do personal work

he declared, because they can't do it 
alone. 
The evangelist declared that

eign missions were all right and that 
he had eight children
